Diplomats Join in Tribute; 
Hughes Delivers Eulogy 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Congress laid aside legislative 
business today to pay tribute to the memory of Warren G. 


Harding. 

The House and Senate joined in 
a memorial service, held in the 
House chamber, with Secretary 
Hughes as the only speaker and 
President Coolidge, his Cabinet, 
Supreme Court justice and for- 
eign diplomats in attendance. 

In a gallery opposite the speak- 
ers’ rostrom, with a small group 
of friends, sat Mr. Harding's 
widow. Elsewhere in the crowded 
galleries were men and women of 
prominence, among them Mrs. 
Coolidge, joining in the simple im- 
pressive ceremony. 


SERVICE LASTS HOUR 

The memorial service, beainning 
shortly after noon, lasted a little 
more than an hour. After a 
prayer by the Rev. J. Shera Mont- 
gomery, the House chaplain, Mr. 
Hughes read an address in which 
he sketched Mr. Harding's career 
and referred to his accomplish- 
ments in public life. 

Seated in semicircle in front of 
the rastrom was the President 
and his Cabinet and the Supreme 
Court justices. One section of 
the floor to the extreme left was 
set aside for foreign diplomats 
who filed into the chamber led by 
their dean, Ambassador Jusserand 
of France. Senators occupied the 
front rows with members of the 
House seated behind them. 


MARINE BAND PLAYS 


As the galleries filled and dis- 
tinguished officials took their seats 
the Marine Band in the speakers’ 
lobby played hymns that were 
favorites of the late President. 
After the Secretary of State had 
delivered his eulogy and the bene- 
diction had been pronounced by 


Rev. J. J. Muir, chaplain of the 
Senate, the band played one more 
religious hymn, Lead Kindly 
Light.“ 


At one juncture in his address 
Mr. Hughes referred to Mr. Cool- 
idge and his accession to the 
Presidency. Re@ralling the death 
of Mr. Harding, the speaker said 
that “without a moment's uncer- 
tainty or confusion a new and 
skillful helmsman took his place 
at the wheel and the ship of State 
responding to his surg guidance 
held on her eourse.”

SURE OF DECISION 


When Mr. Daugherty departed, 
he believed Mr. Coolidge would de- 
cide not to force the issue at this 
time, but he could not be sure. He 
felt certain that the President 
would reach some decision before 
the end of the day, inasmuch as 
the resolution to investigate the 
Attorney-General is due to come up 
in the Senate tomorrow.

Late in the afternoon Paul How- 
land, Mr. Daugherty’s legal coun- 
sel, had a conference with the 
President. It was known that Mr. 
Coolidge was approaching a deci- 
sion and Mr. Howland, presumably 
went to the White House to make 
a final plea for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral.

Since Retirement of Geddes 


He traveled alone, expecting to 
be joined when he became estab- 
lished at Washington. by Lady 
Howard who now is in Italy. La- 
ter, he said, three of his five 
sons probably would come here to 
enter schol, one of them being 
particularly desirous—with his fa- 
ther's enthusiastic approval—of a 
‘year’s business training in the 
United States.

A. G. Spalding’s new series of 
America has maintained an aris- 
tocracy of hammer throwers for 
so long a period that he find it 
difficult to remember the names 
of the illustrious founders, In the 
beginning the members were 
known as weight throwers and at 
that time to be in good standing 
the athlete was forced to become 
proficient in throwing the hammer, 
throwing the fifty-six-pound weight 
for distance, from a regulation cir- 
cle, for height over a cross-bar, 
for distance from stand, for: dis- 
tance with a follow, limited and 
unlimited, and in addition to this 
had to show some ability in tos- 
ing the heavy weight from the side, 
using only one hand. 

The date of the first gathering 
might be placed somewhere in 
the late ‘80s and all the credit 
should be given to Jim Mitchell. 
The members met, somewhere in 
New York or in Jersey, by mu- 
tual consent on every possible oc- 
casion and when they were not 
throwing they were discussing the 
various styles of action. From time 
to time they made suggestions to 
the A.A.U. and Spaldings concern- 
ing the type of implements to be 
used. Eventually these practical 
pointers brought about the patent 
ball-bearing hammer and the par- 
ficular type of  fifty-six-pound 
weight that is in use today. There 
is no good reason why all of us 
should not remember these men 
for America’s overwhelming suc- 
cess in the Olympic weight events 
can be traced directly to their et- 
forts. Furthermore we have but 
four names to consider. 


MITCHELL SETS MARK 
Mitchell is given credit for be- 


ing the first official record-holder. 
He established this record in 1888 
with a throw of 130 feet. He held 
this record — it was increased to 
140 feet in 1892—until Flanagan 
raised it to 147 feet in 1896. All in 
all, Mitchell won nine national 
championships in the hammer 
event, eight of them in a row. He 
won his eighth national medal in 
1896 and came back in 1903 for his 
ninth win. 

The hammer event was not in- 
cluded in the first Olympics—held 
at Athens—but was scheduled in 
t’.e following meet at Paris in 1900. 
Flanagan, representing America, 
won the event with a fine throw of 
167ft. 4in. 

Flanagan was the first 
man in the St. Louis games, with 
a mark of 168ft. lin. This weight 
event was excluded from the fol- 
lowing meeting, held at Athens in 
1996, but was given a place in the 
1908 London games:

a rally and won every champion- 
ship during the 1922 season with 
throws that approximate the best 
distance which may be expected 
from our foreign competitors. 

Although McGrath was beaten by 
Tootell last year, he must still be 
regarded as our premier weight 
man by reason of his long exper- 
jence and versatility. In the na- 
tionals last summer McGrath ex- 
ceeded Tootell’s best throw but 
fouled by a slight margin. 

Tootell has all the advantage in 
point of years and agility, and, it 
must be admitted that he shows 
rare promise as a hammer throw- 
er. His former coach predicts that 
he will eventually throw the weight 
beyond the 200-ft. mark, and it is 
more than possible that be will 
make good this prediction. 


SETS NEW RECORD |

Prince Matsukata Known 
as Foremost Expert on 
Monetary Policies

The second medium is the color- 
ing in costumes, staging and even 
in ecenery.

Red never denotes unselfish love 
and is alwaye modified in scientifi- 
cally produced opera to pink or.

Eight hundred and seventeen 
men last night were registered at 
the jail, the largest number on 
record. The present County Jail 
was built to accommodate 400 and 
only during the past year has its 
quota been exceeded. In that 
year, however, the prisoners have 
gradually increased to double the 
capacity of the jail. 

The new tanks are temporary. 
They will be discarded when the 
new Hall of Justice, now under 
construction, ts finished. It wil! 
house a jail capable of accommo- 
dating 1600.

FOREST FIRES 


Cotunty to be G 
Prosecutor's Aid 


yiven 


Reports 648 Blases in Year: 
Losses Heavy 


Will Ask Extreme Penalty 
for Violations 


A campaign to stamp out forest 
and brush fires in Los Angeles 
county is soon to be started by the 
County Forester’s office, working 
in co-operation with the District 
Attoraey, Stuart H. Flintham, head 
of the forestry department, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Stressing the importance of the 
fire situation in mountain districts 
surrounding Los Angeles, Mr. Flin- 
thm pointed out that there were 
648 fires reported to his office last 
year. Of this number, he attribut- 
ed 65 per cent to carelessness on 
the part of campers, tourists, hunt- 
ers, moterists, ranchmen and per- 
in burning under- 
growth. 

For the first time in the history 
of the County Forester's office, ar- 
rangements have been made with 
the District Attorney to have a 
deputy assigned exclusively to 
prosecution of cases involving 
violation of county and State fire 
regulations. In this way it is 
hoped to win a larger number of 
convictions in such cases, and thus 
bring to the public the fact that 
authorities intend to enforce fire 
laws. 

“In the past the public has re- 
garded too lightly the regulations 
of State and county governing 
fires," Mr. Fiintham said. “We 
want to impress everyone with the 
fact that it is a crime, punishable 
by fine and imprisonment, to set 
any kind of fire unless all of these 
laws are adhered to.“ 

An acre of brush land was val- 
ued by the forester at $2500 sole- 
ly because of its capacity to re- 
tain rain and Melted snow. Com- 
puted on this — the annual fire 
loss of the county runs into mil- 
lions of i r. Flintham said. 

Fires are öne of the worst ene- 
mies of the prosperity of this sec- 
on. he continued. 

“In the past, violators have been 
“let off" with a small fine. Because 
the punishment has been so light, 
the public has come to look on the 
illegal setting of a fire as merely 
a minor offense. 

“During the next fiscal year we 
are going to = to exact the max- 
imum penalty in every case 
brought to our attention. If we 
are to preserve our water resources, 
it absolutely is essential that we 
protect to the utmost the forest 
and underbrush growth in the 
foothills and mountains.

Taxpayers May 
Send Returns 


Through Mails 


Income taxpayers in Southern 
California must file 14,000 returns 
daily up to the close of the filing 


period, March 15, in order to 
avoid delinquency and the conse- 
quent penalties, 
Interna] Revenue, announced yes- 
terday. The suggestion is made 
by the collector that taxpayers may 
save time by mailing their returns. 

According to rulings of 
revenue office at Washington, mar- 
ried persons may file a joint return 
reporting the income of both, or 
separate returns may be filed show- 
ing the income of each depending 
on whether or not there be a spe- 
cific agreement to the effect that 
the earnings and income of hus- 
band and wife is to be separate 
property. The ruling does not ap- 
ply to community property. 

If the combined net income of 
a married couple is sub to 
the surtax they will pay a smaller 
tax by filing separate returns. If, 
for example, a husband's net in- 
come for 1923 was $7000 and the 
wife’s was $3000. and a joint re- 
turn is filed, the income is subject 
to a surtax of 1 per cent on the 
net income between $6000 and 
$10,000, or $40. If separate re- 
turns were filed, the husband's sur- 
tax would be 1 per cent of his net 
income between $6000 and $7000, 
or $10. The wife, having a net 
income of less than $6000 would 
pay no surtax.

He is making moving 
pictures of the 8 country 
around Los Angeles and n Diego. 
and leates in a few days for the 
San Joaquin Valley for further ex- 
amination of farming lands. His 
information is also going to his 
syndicate in the form of weekly 
letters, and his pictures will later 
form the background for lectures 
which he will give throughout 
Germany, Switzerland and Austria. 


DESIRABLE GOAL 


“California,” Ur. Ross said yes- 
terday, after making several tri 
into the back country with C. 
Seagraves, general colonization 
agent of the Santa Fe Railroad, 
“appears to offer what our people 
are looking for, and I believe we 
can in turn present this State with 
the land settlers it needs. The 
Germans want to emigrate, and to 
go some place where they can live 
without taxation oppression, and 
in proximity to markets and trans- 
portation. 

“Here you have wonderful roads 
and highways; your motor trucks 
penetrate into every portion of the 
agricultural districta, establishing 
contact with the markets the farm- 
er needs. Railroads evidently are 
adequate for the longer hauls to 
the more distant markets» These 
are factors that will appeal to the 
colonist who has heard of ar per- 
haps experienced the hardships 
and dissatisfaction of settling in 
South or Central America, where 
they go as pioneers. Colon in 
these days do not want to pioneer; 
they want to work land near the. 
markets.“ 


EMIGRANTS ARE SUITABLE 

The emigrants from the coun- 
tries he represents are exactly the 
sort needed in this State, Dr. Ross 
asserts, after listening to the ad- 
vocates of diversification in farm- 
ng. These people work small 
farms and raise a few cows, hogs 
and poultry sufficient to provide 
them with a steady 
throughout the year, and are not 
educated to the single-crop meth- 
od so prevalent in California and 
the West. Moreover, the German 
family contains no drones, he says, 
for all of its members are workers 
and producers. The men work in 
the field, and the women, in num- 
erous instances, are available as 
family servants. 

Dr. Ross is confident that his ac- 
counts of the colonization possibil- 
ities will divert large numbers of 
sottliers to this State, if land can 
be procured as cheaply as he be- 
lieves it will be in the two great 
valleys of the State. Only a few 
hundred should come first, he be- 
lieves, and their success will prove 
the best advertisement for further 
additions. 

Emigrants should have, he be- 
Uleves, a capital of at least $3000 
before attempting the journey to 
this State. bout per cent of 
the population of Central Europe 
is eager to leave for new shores, 
and when his films are shown and 
his lectures delivered, Dr. Ross is 
confident that California will loom 
as the most desirable goal.

PADEREWSKI VICTORY 


PIANIST SHOWS BROADENING 
OF STYLE IN CONCERT | 


By Edwin Schallert 
A prodigious technical success 
was won by Ignace Jan Paderew- 
ski, master of the piano, before 
an dudience that was enraptured, 


as audiences seldom are. last 
night at Philharmonic Auditorium. 
The great Polish genius came be- 


fore his public as the interpreter 


of one of the most taxingly difficult 
that he has ever played 

ere, and seemed to surpass aay- 
thing he has achieved heretofore 
in dynamic reserve of power. 

Each and every number was rep- 
resentative of the sterneat classical 
tradition, but not a few of them 
were brilliant beyond measure in 
their character. And it was the 
qualit, of scintillance and crash- 
ing sweeping tone that was out- 
standing in .he general effect. 

Few people perhaps in the au- 
dience have ever heard such a tre- 
mendous rendition of the varia- 
tions on a theme of Paganini, by 
Brahms, as that he offered, as his 
major technical feat. This compo- 
sition rarely if ever lends its por- 
tentous weight to any concert, and 
when it does one is entitled to an- 
ticipate signs of fatigue on the 
part of even the greater pianists. 

I would not say that Paderewski 
was absolutely flawless in his fin- 
gering of the extreme tonal ob- 
stacies of the work. There was 
just a moment or two when slight 
uneertainties seemed to intrude in 
about the third or fourth variation 
of the set, but once he was fully 
launched into dread shoals of tech- 
nique the course was perfect to 
the thundering climax. 

Most of all what the listener en- 
joys at a Paderewski concert are 
the Chopin compositions. Five of 
these were programmed, beginning 
with the familiar Ballade in A flat. 

Paderewsksi plays Chopin not as 
De Pachmann plays Chopin, with 
subtleties and nuances. He brings 
rather a relentiess vigor even to 
the smaller compositions like the 
waltzes and the mazurkas. 

De Pachmann’s waltzes are ball- 
room music. with rare intimacies. 
Paderewksi's might de danced out 
in the geat open with rough boots 
by peasants clad in gay and gilt- 


tering colors. 
a in the ballades and larger 
compositions where the vigors of 


his style are fully disclosed, be- 


cause here the space is great tor 
stormy tonal glories. Ot these he 
gave a tremendous measure in his 
interpretation of the A flat. 

I like the soft romance of De 
Pachmann’s reading of the D flat 
nocturne, but I cannot quite gain- 
say eithef the Paderewski daring in 
this number. It is absolutely free 
from sentiment, and aboye all, sen- 
timentality. 

To disclose the delicacies of his 
style, Paderewski played the Ana- 
dante con variazioni by Hayden 
and the Rondo in A minor by 
Mozart. 

Having recollections of 
heavier style that he evidenced 
even in some of the lighter num- 
Vers last season, I was really 
amazed at the the fineness of his 
shading in these two classic stu- 
dies. They were as fascinating a 
revelation of the Paderewski in- 
dividuality as anything that he 
offered during the evening. 3
